NOTlCABLE fact is the demand on the part of the 


gpiii-ra'' newspaper reader for sensationa.1 news, 


he must be told about murders, elopements, suicides and 
the moial 'apses of men and women in eveiy part of the 
world, and especially those in high places and moie pai- 
ticularly those who have sometime or other held the con- 
fidence of their fellows 
Of course, we do not say that all 


have this insatiate and morbid desire, but it is safe to say 
that nine-tenths of newspaper readers have it in a more 
or less degree 


By the moie staid and sober of the people, the newspa- 


per man who yields to this desire on the part ef his read- 
ers Is censui ed and condemned 
These few say 
What 


is the use of printing such trash' "What is to be gained by 
giving space to sxich stuff7 
which undermines the struc- 


ture of all decent society and destroyes all of our ideals. 


The first answer to such an inquiry must necessarily 


be: 
Success in business demands it 
The newspaper 


man who ignores the wishes of his patrons might just as 
•well go out of business at once, before he is obliged by 
bankruptcy to do so 
The people buy a newspaper to get 


what they consider "news" and the paper which does not 
contain such news, they do not buy 
Go out among the 


people today and tell the general reader that he should 
spend Ms spare moments in studying up economic ques- 
tions 
in looking back upon past history and exploring 


present conditions that he may thoroughly familiarize 
himself with the conditions out of which we have emerg- 
ed and into which we have come, that he should fully un- 
derstand governmental and political workings and know 
what is best for himself and his neighbor; that he should 
give his time and thought to the cultivation of higher 
ideals, in reading matter etc , and the man will piobab- 
ly laugh at you 
He may go on to explain to you that 


what he wants is not a setmon or a tract, or a political 
essay, but a newspaper telling of the things that men and 
women aie doing and saying good, bad and indiffeient 
If he cannot have these things in a papei foi which he 
eubscubes, he will drop it and take another one which 
does supply them 


"We have a few newspaper men in America who use 


superior to the morbid taste of the general reader, but 
they are struggling against fearful odds Talk to men and 
women about publications called "newspa;pei s" which 
omit to mention such things as murders, and scandals and 
they •will say 
Oh yes they are beautiful papers, their 


tone is so high, their language and diction so choice, etc , 
but they will not subscribe foi them 
As a matter of fact 


they think them useful simply as unatamable ideals, so 
far as the masses of the people are concerned 


The thing to be borne in mind is that nothing is so 


fascinating to human nature as man, not the ideal .man, 
or the airy abstract thing called mankind, but just the 
common every-day, unvainished cieatures who tread the 
earth solidly, live and work and idle, give and spend, 
boost men up or diag them down, how they live, what 
they do and say, are the things that the people want to 
know, and in all classes of society from the highest to 
the lowest 
There are interested readers of newspapers 


eagerly scanning the newspapers to find such news; and 
the newspapers themselves, in the persons of exchange 
editors and clipping bureaus that are no exceptions to 
the rule 


The desire to know is a universal characteiistic of hu- 


manity, unconflned by time or condition 
The advent 


of the printing pi ess did not bring it into being, but simp- 
ly more fully demonstrated its existence, and satisfied its 
•wants. Both the desire to know and the means whereby 
that desire may be met or capable of terruble abuse, but 
cuiiosity and over-pubhoity find their natural correc- 
tives (n each other, and in the sound common sense of the 
average man, which is a foice too frequently overlooked 
by those who are minded to wax hysterical over this, 
that and every evil.

of an old Roman with the map of 
Italy in his face. 
The professor then 


took us through the ground plan of a 
beautiful villa which had belonged to 
the above mentioned old Roman at one 
time. They had the stable next to the 
kitchen and pulled a rope to ring 
a 


bell instead of pressing a button when 
they called on each other in the days 
l>efore "Vesuvius spouted 
mud 
and 


ashes on the bustling town of Pom- 
peii. 


They had the- wnne press handy, did 


these wise old fellows, the better to 
live up to their motto, 'drink and be 
merry for tomorrow you die!' 


A saying that certainly came true in 


their case. 


But the most interesting pictures of 


all were those of the engravings on 
the ancient silverware. 
It seems that 


the ancients had engraving down to a 
finer point than the moderns. 
Their 


work, as illustrated by Professor Kel- 
sey last night, shows the highest ex- 
cellence from an artistic standpoint. 


TTie grouping 
and sentiment ex- 


pressed were certainly not inferior to 
anything of a similar kind executed 
by the moderns. 


The lecturer made the interesting 


statement that the debris from the ex- 
cavations being made at Pompeii had 
been carried away in baskets by the 
Italian laborers hired to do the work. 


Piogressive America with her steam 


shovels, steel cranes and steam engines 
would do in ten days what has taken 
these slow going old country folk some 
hunched and twenty years to do. 


It is a misfortune to Reno that she 


does not have more of such entertain- 
ment as was furnished 
last night. 


Thanks are due the N. S. U. manage- 
ment for having given the citizens of 
Reno an opportunity to hear and see 
a lecture of such general importance to 
all who are interested in the history 
of ancuent men and nations.

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 20.—The 


decree oE the Mexican government re- 
voking the recent order granting the 
railroad's of Mexico authority to 
ad- 


'vnnce their freight rate 15 per cent be- 
came operative today.

Potato Culture Read 


at Institute 


[A paper on Potato Growing, read by 


George B. Peckham at the Farmers' 
Institute held at Sierra Club Hall, 
Huffakers, November 13, 19Q3.] 


We have been farming, on Truckee 


Meadows since and including the year 
1866, and have been growing potatoes 
on a limited scale during all of these 
thirty-eight years. 
Prior to 1870 we 


gav<e all the old-time varieties a fair 
trial, and came to the conclusion they 
had outlived their usefulness. 
Early 


In the, spring of 1870 we sent east for 
several new varieties, and after a fair 
trial concluded that the Peerless was 
the best potato to grow for market, 


the result of the October elections in 
Ohio,. Indiana and Pennsylvania had 
become known the administration was, 
feeling rather blue. It was 'then that 
Petiroleum V. Nasby investigated the 
matter and his findings were that the 
farmers were greatly dissatisfied and 
the potato rot in Ohio, Indiana and 
"Western 
Pennsylvania 
had 
made 


thousands, of .votes for the Democrats 
and. if, the rot was as severe in New 
York, Illinois and Michigan, he had no 
doubt but the Democrats would gain 
enough Congressmen -in the November 
elections to give them control of the 
lower house.

er is" engaged in a business that under 
certain conditions is very far reaching 
in its results and at times becomes a 
powerful ; factor in determining the 
political, status of the nation.

About 1880 the yield of the Peerless 


was considerably less, and the potatoes 
were getting ' ill-shaped and 
scabby. 


We then began our experiments to 
improve the Peerless potato and in 
five years our experiments had become 
so successful, that we succeeded in 
raising a crop of twenty tons of fine 
shaped potatoes from one acre of land, 
the only bad feature about them was 
their large size, at least six tons of the 
potatoes averaging more than ...,two 
pounds apiece. 
One of the largest 


weighed five and one-half pounds. 


We neglected to continue our care- 


fujl 
methods of improvement for 
a 


number of years and they were again 
on the down grade and the crop was 
getting 
very unsatisfactory, but we 


are again Improving them, although a 
slower process than formerly on ac- 
count of more unfavorable conditions, 
yet in a few more seasons we expect 
to have them back to their old-time 
place, one of the best potatoes in the 
market. 


Two of the most essential things in 


improving the Peerless potato is to 
select the right potato for seed at the 
time of^harvest, and then keep them 
until planting time without losing, any 
of the.ir vitality. Selecting the right 
potatoes 
requires 
some 
skill. 
Our 


method is to go through the patch and 
select good shaped-potatoes from hills 
'where' the vfnes are thrifty arid thor- 
oughly matured at the time of harvest. 
After the seed is selected it should go 
into cold storage until planting time. 
This is clone by preparing the pit the 
day before it is to be used. The potatoes 
to be left in sacks over night conven- 
ient to the pit and the next morning 
about daylight, if the temperature is 
anything from 30 to 36, everything is 
O. K. and the potatoes should be 
emptied from' the sacks into the pit, 
not over two feet deep in the center, 
with the usual slope to the sides, the 
length of the pit is immaterial. Put 
nothing next to the potatoes but dirt 
cover to a depth of 8 or 10 inches, and 
some cold morning before the winter 
sets in for good increase the covering 
to fifteen or eighteen inches, and when 
this dirt .is frozen .to considerable 
depth . put 
on a covering of coarse 


manure with enough dirt to prevent 
the wind from blowing it off. 
If the 


seaso.n is a normal one your potatoes 
will remain in'cold storage .until about 
the middle of April. Potatoes buried 
in this way need "no artificial ^ventila- 
tion. -••Thef-'pits =sh&uld be on. slqping 
ground that has good drainage. 


To get the best.results when plant- 


ing Peerless seed that has been se- 
lected and' stored we cut off the seed 
end including about one-fourth of the 
potatoes and plant the whole of th 
remainder of the potato in the ;pa.tch 
where the seed for the following, sea- 


.„ son is to be grown. Repeat this pro- 


cess for several seasons and a wonder- 
ful improvement will be noticed. 


For a preventive of scab we use dry 


sulphur on the seed before planting. 


We plant in rows from, three to four 


feet apart and the hill in the row from 
fifteen inches to two feet apart. The 
Peerless potato, on gopd strong potat 
soil, needs plenty of room. 
. 
Different kinds of soil and numerous I 


other' conditions makes it difficult to 
state any general 'rule- for cultivation; 
or time of planting, making it neces- 
sary for each farmer to adopt what he 
considers the best method for his indi- 
vidual case. 


There are.some varieties, ot. potatoes 


that the best results are obtained .by, 
planting the seed potatoes whole. This
